Trees bring untold benefits, protecting us from the heat of summer, lowering 
our electrical bills, and reducing our carbon footprint. Trees are drivers of 
biodiversity, supporting the insect life on which we all depend. They improve 
our mental well-being and clean our air and water. Trees are more essential 
now than ever for their role in slowing climate change and creating a more 
resilient and sustainable community.

Plans are underway in Miami Shores Village to create a street tree management 
plan with a tree inventory and established tree planting targets.  In FY 22 
over 50 trees were planted along Village-owned public rights of ways, and 
500 in the past decade thanks to Neat Street grants.  Between 2016-2020, our 
tree canopy coverage increased by over 8%.

And we’re not stopping there as one of the goals of our Sustainable Miami 
Shores initiative is to become a Tree City USA by achieving the the Arbor Day 
Foundation’s prescribed framework:

As we celebrate National Arbor Day this year, please consider attending the 
annual Green Day Celebration on April 29th and secure your complementary 
tree provided by our Public Works Department. Ask Village staff for 
information on planting the right tree in the right place, particularly trees 
native to South Florida’s unique environment.
